Whyte Avenue bars at midnight, 
private groups are taking matters 
into their own hands. 

When Wade Marshall heard all 
the negative media reports sur- 
rounding the issue, he started an 
on-line petition against the sug- 
gested curfew. His website, 
www. whyteavenue.com promotes 
the area as a tourist destination 

“It’s a bit of a novelty,” said 
Marshall. “I haven't heard of any 
on-line petitions before. Basically, 
it’s just a place you can go if you 
agree with the point of view that 
the bars shouldn't be closed down 
early, put in name and 
address and push a button and the 
information is recorded.” 

Marshall has no vested interest 
in the issue outside of his love for 
the area. He patronizes the 
Avenue’s restaurants and bars on a 
regular basis 

“The bars on Whyte Ave. are a 
big part of what's going on down 
there,” he said. “If you close them 
down, especially if you discrimi- 
nate against one sector of the city, 
we don’t think that’s fair. A lot of 
people really enjoy going out on 
Friday and Saturday nights, thou- 
sands of people, and those are the 
people we're trying to represent.” 

Marshall thinks the problems 
have been blown out of proportion 
by the city and the media and 
hopes that presenting the mayor 
with a petition that focuses on 
supporting the area will help to 
quell the concern. 

“People’s perceptions are a 
result of negative portrayals by the 
media,” he said. “I don’t think the 
patrons perceive a problem. For 
example, increased police pres-

The 
bomb squad wasn’t called in, how- 
ever, because the amateur terrorist 
was captured on a video surveil- 
lance system. That particular secu- 
rity measure is a staple of local 
nightclubs that belong to the city’s 
Bar Watch Association. 

According to Rebar manager 
James Chipman, potential disas- 
ters such as this one are prevented 
nightly, thanks to his club's mem- 
bership in the association. 

“If you know you're 
watched, you behave better,” 
Chipman. 

Rebar is one of seven members 
of the city-wide Bar Watch, along 
with Cowboys, Red’s, Nashville’s, 
the Greenhouse, Rebar, Barry T’s 
and Club Malibu, (Contrary to

At the end 
of the day, you deem that you have presented a 
very convincing argument indeed and rule that 
the pay raise should go ahead as suggested 

Admittedly, the analogy falls apart a little 
towards the end. It strains credulity to suggest 
that any group of workers could ever have so 
much power that they could mandate their own 
pay raises, or that any employer could ever be 
so impotent that he would be forced to pay as 
he were told. There is, after all, no provision in 
the Constitution guaranteeing the indepen 
dence of all KFC/Taco Bell employees. There is, 
however, one guaranteeing the independence 
of the judiciary and a drama much resembling 
our little minimum-wage parable has been play- 
ing itself out in Alberta's courts for some time 
now. 

Very recently, the Alberta Court of Appeals 
ruled that the 33-per-cent raise recommended 
by a committee, composed of three lawyers, 
should go ahead as suggested. The government 
of Alberta has balked at such a hefty pay 
increase and may yet appeal the ruling in 
Canada’s Supreme Court. Perhaps they hope to 
find more sympathy with a different group of 


judges. 


Despite all the fuss made over the size of 


judges’ salaries, though, the real issue here is 
not one of exact figures. The recommended 
raise may be exorbitant or it may simply be 
what this province's judges deserve. It is very 
difficult to assign a number to the value of 
someone's work. The real issue here, and the 
one that has politicians and taxpayers nervous, 
is that our judiciary is free to set its own 
salaries, regardless of the wishes of the govern 
ment. As such, the potentia! for abuse does 
exist 

The independence of the judiciary was set 
down for a very good reason: the men and 
women who are responsible for enforcing and 
interpreting our laws should not be at the 
mercy of every two-bit politician with a grudge 
or a bone to pick. Around the world, an inde- 
pendent judiciary is one of the major marks 
that set aside the good countries from the bad 
ones 

No one is suggesting that we rewrite our 
Constitution and start imposing some controls 
on those greedy judges. But neither is anyone 
blaming us for getting a little anxious when we 
see our judges voting themselves huge pay 
increase when our own salaries — which are 
ultimately going to be the ones tapped to foot 
the judges’ bill — are not enjoying the same 
good fortune.

t ain't easy workin’ the hip-hop sound in a white 
fies CISN-country town like Edmonton. Just ask 

19-year-old Marlon Wickman, also known as Mirage, 
MC for local crew Straight Laced. 

“We always rapped as kids growing up (under the 
name the Juveniles), but only in the past five years 
did we decide we were gonna take it somewhere,” 
said Wickman. “It's tough. People don’t seem to 
understand that when there's a scene developing, 
people have to help it out.” 

Wickman, along with co-MCs Insite and Bigga 
Nolte, along with DJ Poetic Akin, headline the All 
Ages Hip Hop Show at Platinum this Saturday. The 
trio have been at it in the west end since back in the 
day, and everything they've learned they've learned 
the hard way. 

“Hip hop started out as an art form all about who 
could entertain the audience the best, who could rock 
the crowd,” said Wickman, who uses his theatre back- 
ground in his performances. “We constantly try to 
give them that raw energy and then feed off their 
energy. It’s that constant pull.” 

Because the Edmonton scene is so small, Straight 
Laced have learned to broaden their musical horizons 
outside the limits of the DAT machine and the gangsta 
lyrics. While the group opened for Kardinal Offishall 
in 1998 and appeared on numerous local hip hop DJ 
mixtapes, they've also jammed with local funk band 
PLO and list Michael Jackson, Korn and Barry Gordy 
among their influences. 

“We just gotta be able to be as diverse as we can 
without selling out,” said Wickman. “If I’m not feelin’ 
it, 'm not gonna do it, even if it’s gonna make me 
money.” 

That dedication to the music over the money has 
led Straight Laced down a difficult path, but it’s a 
choice the group is comfortable with.

t might seem unusual that an 

artist like David Mamet, known 

more for edgy American dramas, 
would take on the film adaptation 
of an English legal melodrama set 
in 1912. But it only takes a few 
minutes before The Winslow Boy, 
adapted from the Terence Rattigan 
play and written and directed by 
Mamet, proves itself to be more 
than the average mess of manners 
and passions crammed into a 
drawing-room, 

The Winslow Boy begins with 
family patriarch Arthur Winslow 
(Nigel Hawthorne) giving his bless- 
ing to the marriage of his suf- 
fragette daughter, Catherine 
(Rebecca Pidgeon), to John 
Watherstone (Aden Gillett). As the 
gathered family drinks to the 
health of the soon-to-be-wed cou- 
ple, Arthur learns his youngest 
son, 13-year-old Ronnie (Guy 
Edwards), has returned from 
Osbourne Naval College, expelled 
for stealing a five-shilling postal 
money order and forging a class- 
mate’s signature to cash it. 

Convinced of his son’s inno- 
cence, Arthur sets out to clear his 
son's — and his family’s — name.

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After gaining no satisfaction 
through letters of protest and pub- 
lic protests in the press, the farnily 
retains one of England's most 
renowned lawyers, the brilliant 
and theatrical conservative Sir 
Robert Morton (Jeremy Northam) 
As the case against the Admiralty 
and the Crown progresses, a pub 
lic fervor is whipped up and the 
already strained family moves ever 
closer to personal and public ruin. 

Adaptations from stage to 
screen carry some particular risks. 
It’s easy for dialogue to come 
across as stagey, in the bad sense 
of the word, sounding either stilt- 
ed and unnatural or overblown 
and pompous. 

Mamet, though, is both master 
playwright and film-maker and the 
dialogue in The Winslow Boy, 
while retaining the flavor of the 
stage, crackles with living immedi- 
acy. In certain scenes (the draw- 
ing-room toast mentioned above 
comes to mind), electric ares of 
connection between characters 
are nearly visible on screen, 
brought to life by a fine cast work- 
ing with a fine script. 

Hawthorne as Arthur is in par- 
ticular a joy to watch. His render-

ing of a good, proud man commit- 
ted to a course of action, and of 
the toll that course takes on his 
health and spirit, is at times spine- 
tingling. Arthur’s decline, and that 
of his family, is mirrored in the 
increasing cast of shabbiness 
spreading over the household, the 
unfaded areas on the walls where 
heirlooms, sold off to maintain a 
lifestyle, once hung. And surround- 
ing and pervading everything is a 
martial spirit, the shade of the ter- 
rible war that lies just ahead. 

The layers of motivation and 
meaning here are thicker than one 
would expect from what is basical- 
ly a melodrama. But The Winslow 
Boy is a melodrama that comes 
frighteningly close to tragedy, and 
that’s what gives it its power.
